Outside of his public ser- 
vice, Holley is a cattle farm- 
er and small businessman. 
Known for his tireless advo- 
cacy of his district, among 
Holley’s accomplishments 
are securing infrastructure 
improvements in support 
of Fort Rucker, quality of 
life improvements for the 
communities he served and 
worked to expand both edu- 
cation funding and high- 
speed internet access. He 
was also deeply involved 
in the support of workforce 
development and is credited 
with helping to establish the 
Alabama Aviation College 
in Ozark. 

“We honor a great civic 
leader in Jimmy Holly. 
There was an age in our 
political history that we 
had civil discourse. You 
got things done for your 
district, for the things you 
cared about. We were col- 
leagues, allies, proponents 
and opponents,” said Cam 
Ward, a TROY Trustee who 
served in the Senate with 
Holley. “I wish you the best 
in your retirement and I 
thank you for all that you’ve 
done.” 

During its meeting on 
Thursday, June 29, the 
Trustees approved a resolu- 
tion honoring Holley and 
presented him a framed copy 
of it and a Troy University 
giclée print during a lun-

Sometimes we probably overthink events and their 
cause. Case in point is the July 4th Chicago shooting 
that took several lives and wounded dozens more. News 
reports indicate some person shot into a crowd of July 
4th parade watchers, firing from the roof of a build- 
ing. He shot men, women, and children and last night 
we sat quietly in our living room chair trying to assign 
some sort of reason for such random violence. This was 
not our first effort at getting inside the head of another 
human and understanding such violence, but the results 
were the same — again the carnage on Monday is 
not understood. Our results have been the same follow- 
ing every incident of such violence. 


There should be a pat on the back of the large number 
of people who stepped in and helped make the Elba 
July 4th event a roaring success. All reports are that 
the event was an ‘exploding’ success. One worker 
at the events openly pondered, “Where did all these 
people come from?” Wherever they came from, those 
we observed enjoyed the gathering and while all didn’t 
mention it, appreciate the efforts of the organizers and 
workers. 


The routine wrecks at the intersection of 4-lane U.S. 84 
and Hwy 141 continue to prompt questions like “what 
is causing these wrecks” or “can’t people read road 
signs?” We don’t have an answer for any of those ask- 
ing the questions, even though dozens of people have 
proposed solutions. Some of the suggested solutions 
have been discarded by traffic engineers as counterpro- 
ductive; others are deemed impractical. There are prob- 
ably a handful of different reasons for these wrecks, but 
one we have seen ‘more than once” is drivers on 141 not 
understanding that 84 is a 4-lane road and those folks 
have the right-of-way. One driver explained to us, as his 
wife was leaving in an ambulance, that he stopped at the 
stop sign and the lane was clear but ‘the guy in the next 
lane ‘didn’t even slow down.” Well sir our thoughts 
were, YOU were the one that was supposed to yield! 
We didn’t respond to that but ask him if he needed a 
ride to the hospital. He declined the offer and wanted 
to stay with his car and secure their possessions before 
going to hospital. 


Last Saturday we attended another Covid-19 funeral. A 
first cousin was in rehab following a hip replacement 
and two other falls but caught the bug and couldn’t 
shake it. That gives us two cousins (one on each side 
of our family) and a near miss by a sister to lose that 
battle. The number of people dying from Covid has 
dropped drastically but those deaths are still happening. 
Probably part of today’s problem is many of us, - and 
the word ‘us’ is all inclusive — have become complacent 
and too lax with following the recommended safety 
measures. Personally in retrospect, our mask spends 
most of the day in our back pocket. 


If you have successfully beat Covid and no longer 
worry about catching it, try the monkey pox. We noted 
several weeks ago that it existed and is slowly spread- 
ing but the experts think it is spreading much faster. A 
‘spread’ we are talking about is outside of Africa. The 
virus has normally been an African problem but now 
it has escaped the bars of the African cage and making 
threats worldwide. There is a vaccination for this virus, 
but our understanding is that it is for people who have 
knowingly been exposed to the bug. We guess that 
means someone with monkey pox needs to hang a sign 
around their neck before venturing out into the world.

It is important to remember the struggle so many returning veterans 
face when they return from serving our country. PTSD (post-traumatic 
stress disorder) is a psychological condition that affects those that 
have experienced a severe trauma in their lives. Trauma is not rare 
and 60% percent of men and 50% of women experience a trauma in 
their lives, For returning veterans 11-20% of veterans returning from 
Operation Iraqi Freedom returned with PTSD and 15% of veterans 
returning from the Vietnam War returned home with PTSD. PTSD has 
a variety of symptoms and behaviors attached to it such as insomnia, 
nightmares or night terrors, difficulty “leaving war behind”, panic during 
surprise situations (even non-aggressive ones) and fear or panic at 
the sound of loud noises, PTSD can also manifest as anger, anxiety 
and sometimes hides underneath addiction to alcohol and other 
substances. ;

Views From 


The Pressbox

Our grandson Lawson was a little disappointed over 
the weekend when I told him since it was now July the 
beginning of school was less than a month away. He really 
hasn’t had a summer vacation yet, but rest assured this ole 
granddaddy is looking for a place to visit that will please 
him and at the same time give me a chance to rest a little. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** It is hard to believe that the opening kickoff of the 
high school football season is only seven Friday nights 
away. The days of starting the football season the week 
after Labor Day has long since vanished, but the thought 
of playing in mid-August with the temperature still in the 
high 90’s seems a little early for players, coaches and all of 
us fans. Oh well, mark your calendars for Friday, August 
19, when the Elba Tigers will travel across the county to 
battle the New Brockton Gamecocks for the first time 
since 2017, the Kinston Bulldogs will host the Samson 
Tigers as the two neighbors meet for the 415 time, and the 
Brantley Bulldogs will hit the road for their season opener 
against the Luverne Tigers, in the 87" renewal of the 
cross-county rivalry. The season is starting off with a bang! 

*** The coaching carousel has been spinning fast all 
summer long and there will be a lot of new faces on the 
sidelines when the football season kicks off in just seven 
weeks. Two county teams will have new leaders on the 
field with Ben Blackmon now in charge in Enterprise 
and Cody Keene, Jr, taking over at Zion Chapel, while 
four of the eight region opponents on Elba’s schedule 
will have new head coaches with Jordan Cantrell tak- 
ing over at Florala, Jake Allen moving up at Houston 
County, Ezell Powell returning to the area as the head 
man at McKenzie, and Cody Sellers taking the head job at 
Pleasant Home. Former Elba head coach Ed Rigby will be 
the new head coach at defending state champ Pike Road 
and will be joined by former Tiger player Bobby Hudson 
as defensive coordinator, and longtime Rigby assistant and 
former Elba assistant Rodney Jordan will take over the 
reins at Satsuma. Other new head coaches include Daniel 
Powell at Barbour County, Jed Kennedy at Dothan, Jerrell 
Jernigan at Eufaula, Josh Thompson at Geneva County, 
Patrick Browning at Greenville, Reginald Melton at 
Headland, Mark Hurt at Pike County, and, Bryant Garrison 
at Slocomb, 

*** The big news in college sports last week was the 
announcement that UCLA and USC will both join the Big 
Ten Conference for the 2024 season. The two Los Angeles 
schools will leave the PAC 12 and sunny west coast for 
some early kickoff times, long plane rides and of course 
a massive amount of money. The Big Ten had over $250 
million more in revenue than the Pac 12 in recent audits, 
which could mean both schools will receive a raise of 
over $20 million a year in revenue. A PAC 12 team has 
advanced to the college football playoffs only once since 
2016, when Washington was clobbered by Alabama, while 
the Big Ten has put teams in the playoffs six of the eight 
years the playoffs have been in existence and last season 
had four teams ranked in the Top 25. With the addition 
of the Los Angeles television market it is estimated the 
Big Ten will seek a media deal in excess of $1 billion a 
year the next time a deal is brokered. Many in the sports 
world believe the Big Ten isn’t finished adding to its ros- 
ter, and insist that if Notre Dame doesn’t join the confer- 
ence Washington and Oregon will be the next west coast 
schools to head across the country. With the addition of 
Oklahoma and Texas to the SEC in 2026, what once was 


called the ‘Power Five’ conferences may soon become the 
“Power Two.” 

*** July 1 is known as ‘Bobby Bonilla Day’ by those 
familiar with Major League baseball since on that date 
every year from 2011 until 2035 the former all-star third 
baseman receives a check in the amount of $1.2 million. 


Now 58, Bonilla signed a $5.9 million contract extension. 


in 2000 as a member of the New York Mets, but agreed 
to defer the payments over the next 24 years, which when 
completed, would total over $30 million. Bonilla last 
played with the Mets back in 1999, but is still paid more 
than 11 of the 34 players on this year’s Mets roster! While 
the big annual payday for a retired player seems strange, it 
is really not that uncommon in pro sports. Manny Ramirez 
signed a 16-year, $32 million contract back in 2008 and 
will get a check until 2025, while Ken Griffey still gets a 
check for $3.59 million a year from the Cincinnati Reds 
and will continue to cash the check through the 2025 sea- 
son even though he hasn’t put on a uniform since 2008, 
Todd Helton hasn’t played since 2013 but will get a check 
for $1.3 million a year for the next two years from the 


Colorado Rockies, and Max Scherzer, in the midst of a 
multi-million contract with the New York Mets, signed a 
$105 million contract a few years ago with the Washington 
Nationals and will receive deferred payments of $15 mil- 
lion a year from the team through 2028. I know many 
times teams will defer payments in a player’s contract to 
open up money to spend on draft picks or sign free agents 
that will provide immediate help. However, it appears to 
me that many players have quite a retirement plan. 

*** In closing.... Former Elba Tiger multi-sport athlete 


‘Alex Wright will host a youth football camp in a couple 


of days and word is over 100 area youngsters have already 
registered to attend the one-day get together. Wright 
proved a lot of folks wrong by becoming a stellar college 
player at UAB and by being drafted in the third round of 
the NFL draft, and it is good to see him use his success 
to give back to the community. I just hope this is the first 
of many camps Wright will be a part of in his hometown 
and that one day soon we will be able to watch him on 
TV playing for the Browns. No doubt he has the ‘Wright’ 
stuff.
